My health coverage is through an individual policy;
not through an employer. What rights, if any, do |
have under WHCRA?

Health insurance issuers are required to provide
benefits for certain services relating to mastectomies
for individual health insurance policies offered, sold,
issued, renewed, in effect, or operated on or after
October 21, 1998. These requirements are generally
within the jurisdiction of the State insurance
department. If you have further questions related to
your WHCRA rights under an individual health
insurance policy, call your State insurance department
or the Department of Health and Human Services at
410-786-1565 (not a toll-free number).
